and think” was made recently by an Italian Socialist lead­ 


er, who, in deriving probability of a successful revolution 


in his country, said: 


“The Italians are too inflammable to be good revo­ 


lutionists.” 


The thought that anyone or any people could he too 


“inflammable” for revolution has probably not occurred to 


the most of us, who, in our experience with reds at home 


and our reports of “reds” in Russia and elsewhere are in­ 


clined to the belief that the hotter they are the redder they 


are and vice versa. 


Rut this “red” leader has a reasonable argument be­ 


hind his assertion, 
lie said: 


“W e could stage a revolution here tomorrow; but 


we cannot depend on the people. 
I here would he sure to 


be difficulties, lack of work and food at the outset, and if 


a clever talker came along, he might 
turn 
the 
people 
against us in ten minutes. 
W e are too inflammable to he 


good revolutionists.” 
There is much in that la-t sentence. “ Inflammable” 


folk are not good revolutionary material, because they will 
not stick to a revolution and see it through, grimly and 


steadfastly .to the end. 
The French arc more successful revolutionists than 


the Italians because, contrary to the ordinary American 


notion, they are less temperamental—less swayed by their 


emotions, and more practical and preserving.

psychology of their neighbor, do not take the present Ital­ 
ian soviet movement very seriously.

American Naval Power 


Unless some unforseen accident should intervene, in 


1923 the United States, for the first time in its history, 


will he the greatest naval power in the world. 
By that 


time the program of the Naval Board, drawn up in 1916, 


will have been completed, giving the nation ten battleships 


and six battle cruisers, each displacing from 32,500 to 43.- 


500 tons, carrying from eight to twelve 16-inch guns, and 


making from 21 to 33.5 knots. 


A short while ago the First Lord of the Admiralty 


stated in the House of Commons that the British had not 


now, and apparently would not have in 1923, any vessels 


capable of matching these monsters of the sea. I rue they 


have under construction a number of battleships of the 


Hood type, hut these do not go into commission before 


1924 or 1925. 
Nor will Japan rival American naval su­ 


premacy, for although she is now building a fleet of the 


most modern warships, iii 19-d it 
muster only two 
battle cruisers— the Akagi and the Amagi, and four dread- 
naughts— the Negato, the Mutsu, the Koga and the I osa. 


Despite the rapid growth of the sea power of the I nit- 
ed States, neither Great Britain nor Japan displays any 
undue apprehension of our designs. 
Apparently they are 


going ahead with their own naval programs without refer­ 


ence to our plans, conscious of the fact that 
they 
have 
nothing to fear from the American people. 
They remem­ 


ber that the great battle fleet under construction in this 
country was designed to meet the emergency of the world 


war, a purely defensive act demanded by a regard to the 


dictates of common prudence, 
Our sea power constitutes a threat to no friendly na­ 


tion; it will be used for no aggressive purposes. 
In the 
war the American navy was at once with the navies of 
Great Britain and Japan in the defense of international 


justice and law; should the new vessels now leaving the 


ways ever have to raise the battle flag it would be only in 


a like sacred cause.— New York Sun.
